To  the  Board  of  Selectpersons: 

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Chester 
for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1 988,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  August  29, 
1988.  As  part  of  our  examination,  we  made  a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  system  of 
internal  accounting  control  of  the  Town  of  Chester  to  the  extent  we  considered 
necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards 
and  the  standards  for  financial  compliance  audits  contained  in  the  U.S.  General 
Accounting  Office  Standards  for  Audit  of  Governmental  Organizations.  Programs, 
Activities,  and  Functions.  The  purpose  of  our  study  and  evaluation  was  to  determine 
the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  the  auditing  procedures  necessary  for  expressing  an 
opinion  on  the  Town's  financial  statements.  Our  study  and  evaluation  was  more  limited 
than  would  be  necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  taken  as  a  whole  or  on  any  of  the  categories  of  controls  identified  above. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Chester  is  responsible  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  system  of  internal  accounting  control.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility, 
estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits 
and  related  costs  of  control  procedures.  The  objectives  of  a  system  are  to  provide 
management  with  a  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded 
against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in 
accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the 
preparation  of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control, 
errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of 
any  evaluation  of  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may 
become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions,  or  that  the  degree  of  compliance 
with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  made  for  the  limited  purpose  described  in  the  first 
paragraph  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  material  weaknesses  in  the  system. 
Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control 
of  the  Town  of  Chester  taken  as  a  whole.  However,  our  study  and  evaluation  disclosed 
the  following  conditions  that  we  believe  result  in  more  than  a  relatively  low  risk  that 
errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Chester  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely 
period.

Duties  and  Responsibilities: 

All  officials  and  employees  should  have  the  duties  defined  by  some  form  of  a 
manual.  This  would  assist  in  fixing  responsibilifies,  eliminating  ambiguifies  and 
providing  for  an  efficient  system  of  control.  This  comment  was  made  in  the  prior  years 
reports. 

Tax  Collector/Town  Clerk: 

Presently  the  Tax  Collector/Town  Clerk  maintains  separate  checking  accounts.  At 
least  once  a  week,  a  check  is  transferred  to  the  Town  General  Fund. 

It  is  recommended  that  both  checking  accounts  be  closed  out,  and  the  Tax 
Collector/Town  Clerk  deposit  directly  into  the  Town  General  Fund.  This  would  allow 
the  Treasurer  to  invest  the  funds  sooner,  increase  the  availability  of  cash  flow,  and  the 
potential  for  higher  investment  income. 

Revaluation  of  Land  and  Buildings: 

During  1987,  the  Town's  valuation  of  property  was  only  37%  of  the  current  fair 
market  value.  This  presents  a  burden  to  the  Appraiser  and  Selectmen  in  trying  to  arrive 
at  proper  land  and  building  valuations  of  new  homeowners,  or  sale  of  agricultural  land. 
It  is  recommended  that  the  Selectmen  recognize  the  need  to  hav  all  property  assessed  at 
100%  of  current  valuation.  This  may  be  accomplished  by  having  a  complete 
reassessment  done  by  qualified  appraiser. 

Property  and  Equipment: 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  records  of  general  fixed  assets  such  as  property  and 
equipment  with  a  life  expectance  exceeding  one  year.  The  recording  of  fixed  assets 
would  fulfill  the  need  to  provide  for  physical  dollar  value  control,  and  establish 
accountability  for  general  government  capital  expenditures  over  the  eyar. 

With  the  recording  of  fixed  assets,  the  related  depreciation  could  be  determined  on 
an  annual  basis  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  total  cost  of  governmental  services  and 
evaluating  the  efficiency  of  programs.  This  comments  was  made  in  the  prior  years 
report. 

Purchase  of  a  Computer  System: 

Pursuant  to  New  Hampshire  R.S.A.  8-C:ll,  authorization  is  required  from  the 
Town  Meeting  before  the  Town  of  Chester  can  computerize  its  record  keeping.  There 
must  be  a  warrant  article  for  this  specific  purpose. 

It  is  recommended  that  at  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting  the  selectmen  submit  a 
warrant  article  asking  for  authorization  by  the  citizens  of  Chester  to  computerize  their 
record  keeping. 

These  conditions  were  considered  in  determining  the  nature,  timing,  and  extent  of 
the  audit  tests  to  be  applied  in  our  examination  of  the  1988  financial  statements,  and 
this  report  does  not  affect  our  report  on  the  financial  statements  dated  August  29, 1 988. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  management  and  should  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose.  This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report 
which,  upon  acceptance  by  the  Selectpersons,  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

Several  new  audio  tapes  will  be  of  interest  to  people  on  long  auto  or  truck 
drives.  Come  in,  meet  the  friendly  new  staff  and  check  out  some  of  the  new  books  and 
tapes  for  your  own  enjoyment. 

Over  $300  in  contributions  were  received  in  memory  of  Adele  Hicks,  a  long  term 
friend  and  patron  of  the  library. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  continued  their  good  work  with  a  very  active  and 
effective  year.  Activities  included  a  Crafts  Fair  that  was  a  stunning  success,  sales  of 
Sheryl  Thompson's  painting  of  "Chester  In  Autumn",  book  sales,  a  Story  Hour  each 
month  for  our  younger  patrons  and  numerous  others. 

There  were  a  number  of  significant  personel  changes  this  year.  The  number  of 
Trustees  was  reduced  from  6  to  5  in  accordance  with  state  law,  RSA  202-A:6  as 
amended  by  Chapter  89  (HBll).  Trustee  and  Secretary  Lois  Hazelton,  Librarian 
Mary  Jean  Colburn  and  Aide  Gail  Beildeck  resigned  after  many  years  of  faithful 
service.  Librarian/Director  Ralph  Ewbank  and  Aide  Cindy  O'Neil  were  hired  to  fill 
their  shoes.  We  wish  them  all  well  as  they  start  their  new  endeavors. 

The  Trustees  planted  a  Japanese  weeping  cherry  tree  beside  the  Library,  in  honor  of 
Lois  Hazelton's  many  years  of  dedicated  service  as  Trustee,  Treasurer  and  Secretary.

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Report  of  the  Chester  Highway  Safety  Committee 

The  extremely  tight  tmancial  situation  in  the  state  government  has  put  a  finish,  for 
the  next  2  years,  to  2  highway  projects  on  the  state  highways  in  Chester:  the 
reconstruction  of  the  intersection  of  Route  102  at  Webster  Lane,  and  the  possibility  of 
semi-year  traffic  signals  at  the  intersection  of  Routes  102/121. 

So  that  the  Highway  Safety  Committee  would  be  aware  of  areas  of  potential  growth 
in  Chester,  with  the  possible  impact  on  highway  usage  and  safety,  we  requested  that  the 
Planning  Board  designate  a  "liaison  member",  to  keep  the  committee  updated.  Cynthia 
D'Agostino  has  done  just  that,  and  has  provided  timely  suggestions,  which  has  been  a 
great  help  to  the  committee's  prior  planning  ability. 

To  resolve  a  potentially  dangerous  situation,  at  our  request,  the  NH  Department  of 
Transportation  has  installed  3  "No  Parking"  signs  on  Rt  102,  alongside  the  iron  railing 
surrounding  the  Civil  War  monument.  Trucks  and  cars  which  had  parked  alongside  the 
railing  blocked  the  view  of  operators  halted  at  the  "STOP"  sign  on  Rt  121,  and  the 
operators  were  unable  to  observe  traffic  approaching  from  the  west.  We  have  continued 
to  install  speed  limit,  crossroad  and  "horse-crossing"  signs  at  locations  on  the  town 
roads. 

The  committee  solicited  suggestions  from  the  Chester  Parent-Teacher  Association 
as  to  the  conduct  of  Halloween  "Trick  or  Treat".  As  a  result  of  the  suggestions  received 
and  implemented,  the  1 988  "Trick  or  Treat"  was  one  of  the  best  controlled  and  safest 
events  in  many  years,  and  much  enjoyed  by  the  youngsters. 

After  serving  as  the  "morning  crossing  guard"  for  5  years,  Marie  Clement  resigned, 
with  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June  1988.  She  has  safely  escorted  many  hundreds 
of  school  children  across  Rt  102;  her  vigilance,  dependability  and  good  judgment  are 
most  appreciated.** 

So  that  he  could  better  concentrate  and  devote  more  time  to  his  legislative  duties, 
R.D.  Benton,  after  chairing  the  committee  since  July  1979,  turned  the  gavel  over  to 
Chief  of  Police  Alfred  Wagner,  on  January  1,  1989. 

To  conclude,  it  is  unfortunate  to  report  that  there  were  2  motor  vehicle  fatalities  on 
the  state  highways  in  Chester  in  1988;  a  fatality  at  the  Auburn/Chester  town  line  was 
the  result  of  very  excessive  speed,  and  a  fatality  involving  a  pedestrian  on  the  Raymond 
Road  remains  unsolved. 
**Denise  Trottier  has  assumed  the  position  of  morning  and  afternoon  crossing  guard.

Chester  Seniors 
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Selectmen's  Report 


During  the  past  year,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  worked  on  various  projects. 
Progress  has  been  made  in  items  ranging  from  town  property  improvements  to  cable  t.v. 
and  solid  waste. 

Improvements  have  been  made  to  the  Town's  buildings.  They  include  a  new 
Building  Inspector's  Office,  behind  the  Post  Office,  and  re-construction  of  the  porch  on 
the  Town  Hall.  Both  have  been  done  substantially  below  the  authorized  appropriations 
of  the  Town  Meeting.  As  always,  unused  appropriations  will  be  returned  to  the 
General  Fund.  The  paving  of  the  area  around  the  Town  Hall,  Library,  and  Post  Office 
has  greatly  improved  the  traffic  flow  and  resulted  in  a  noticeable  difference  in  the  wear 
and  tear  to  the  Town's  buildings.  Heat  and  electricity  were  put  into  an  upstairs  room  in 
the  Town  Hall  for  the  Planning  Board  and  their  Administrative  Assistant. 

A  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  signing  of  a  contract  with  Harron  C  able  for  cable  t.v. 
service  to  our  town.  Harron  has  recently  advised  the  Board  that  Chester  will  be  wired 
this  summer  with  possible  residential  hook-ups  this  August.  At  this  time  they  are 
negotiating  with  the  electric  and  telephone  companies  for  attachments  to  the  utility 
poles. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Board  has  held  many  meetings  and  hearings  relative  to  the 
upgrading  of  Candia  Road.  After  much  thought  and  engineering  work,  the  Board  has 
decided  to  proceed  with  the  problems  at  the  intersection  of  North  Pond  Road  and 
Candia  Road.  During  1989  we  had  borings  done  at  the  intersection  to  obtain  an 
estimate  of  ledge.  A  pre-construction  estimate  was  also  prepared.  The  Selectmen  will 
be  asking  the  Town  for  a  capital  reserve  fund  appropriation  to  fund  this  project  over  two 
years.  With  impact  fees  and  this  fund  the  Selectmen  anticipate  work  to  commence  in 
1990-1991  fiscal  year. 

Chester's  most  critical  problem  this  past  year  has  been  the  landfill.  A  Solid  Waste 
Committee  was  formed  to  review  the  problems  of  our  landfill  and  provide  the  Board 
with  recommendations.  They  have  instituted  a  recycling  program,  which  has  received 
support  from  the  citizens.  In  order  to  prolong  the  life  of  our  dump,  the  Committee,  along 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  is  proposing  at  Town  Meeting  a  Solid  Waste  Ordinance. 
The  major  component  of  it  is  a  mandatory  recycHng  program.  Towns  which  don't  have 
their  own  landfill  space  spend  up  to  $65  -  $100  a  ton  to  have  garbage  trucked.  Chester 
currently  spends  $10  a  ton  to  landfill  waste  at  our  dump.  Recycling  will  be  the 
backbone  of  the  extension  of  the  life  of  our  landfill.  At  this  time  the  Board  is  also 
working  on  meeting  the  mandated  State's  October  1st  deadline  for  the  submission  of 
plans  for  the  eventual  closure  of  the  dump.  This  year's  warrant  contains  articles 
relating  to  these  solid  waste  issues. 

Finally,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  point  out  that  the  proposed  budget  for 
1989/1990  is  3.6%  above  the  budget  authorized  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting.  The 
Selectmen  feel  that  they  have  carefully  reviewed  the  capital  and  operational  needs  of 
the  Town  of  Chester  and  have  designed  a  budget  which  will  meet  those  needs  without 
unduly  impacting  Chester's  taxpayers.  We  request,  therefore,  that  the  Town  support 
their  Selectmen  in  this  endeavor  and  attend  the  Town  Meeting  on  Wednesday,  May 
10th.

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Chester  Budget  Advisory  Committee  Report 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  July  1 .  1 989  to  June  30,  1 990  in  the  amount  of 
$812,376.00  represents  an  increase  of  $27,934.00.  The  appropriated  amount  for 
1988/89  was  $784,442.00  with  a  carry-over  from  1987/88  of  $43,200.00  If  the  entire 
budget  is  passed  as  it  is,  it  will  represent  an  increase  of  45C  on  the  tax  rate. 

The  Budget  Committee's  recommendations  are  as  follows: 

1.  Landfill  Recycling  Plan  -  $19,500.00 

For  even,'  dollar  spent  in  this  area  now,  the  town  will  save  approximately  $3.00  in 
hauling  and  tipping  fees  later. 

2.  Solid  Waste  Disposal  -  $50,000.00 

This  increase  of  $8,000.00  is  due  to  the  disposal  of  the  tires  and  the  scrap  metal  pile 
that  has  accumulated. 

3.  Landfill  Fence  -  $5,054.00 

It  is  our  opinion  that  if  this  article  is  passed,  it  would  set  a  precedent  that  we  do 
not  wish  to  support.  We  feel  that  projects  funded  by  the  town  should  benefit  the 
entire  town  and  not  just  one  individual. 

We  feel  that  the  selectmen  have  once  again  done  an  exceptional  job  in  keeping  the 
expenses  of  the  town  under  control.

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Representative's  Report 

Every  action  of  the  present  legislative  session  indicates  that  there  will  be  rigid 
economies  at  all  levels  of  state  government.  It  would  be  appropriate  that  municipalities 
also  exercise  great  caution  and  restraint  at  town  and  school  district  meetings,  and 
support  only  those  items  which  are  absolutely  necessary  to  get  the  job  done.  Items  of  a 
■"nice  to  have""  nature  will  have  to  be  funded  by  donations  from  indi\iduals  and 
organizations,  and  volunteer  fund  raising  efforts.  Chester  has  alway  had  the  desire  and 
ability  to  raise  funds  by  local  effort,  where  an  emergency  exists,  or  to  back  worthwhile 
efforts  of  its  residents  and  youngsters. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  participation  in  many  and  varied  extracurricular  events, 
each  of  which  gave  me  much  satisfaction.  Escorting  the  4th  grade  of  the  Chester 
Elementary  School  into  Gov.  Sununu"s  inner  office  for  a  "look-see"",  participating  in 
the  dedication  of  the  "Barbara  Dolloff  Reading  Bench"  on  the  Town  Common,  and  the 
dedication  of  the  "Clara  Dolloff  Memorial  Wing""  at  the  Chester  School.  The  3 
coaches  of  the  Chester  Little  League  Championship  Baseball  Team  were  nominated  by 
myself  for  a  "volunteerism  award"",  and  they  were  selected  for  the  "outstanding 
volunteer  group  award"  in  Rockingham  County,  and  so  honored  by  the  Governor  of 
New  Hampshire.  Lastly,  presenting  the  "John  West  Award  for  Citizenship  in  the 
Community",  at  the  award  ceremony  of  Boy  Scout  Troop  163  roundedout  abusy  year. 

Patriotism  continues  to  run  high  in  Chester,  the  graves  of  veterans  of  all  American 
wars  were  decorated  with  the  national  colors  on  Memorial  Day.  The  Chester  Lions 
Club  held  their  annual  Memorial  Day  ceremony  at  the  marker  to  the  Revolutionary 
War  soldiers  on  Memorial  Day:  Senator  William  Bartlett  of  Kingston.  President  of  the 
NH  Senate,  was  the  guest  speaker.  Followingthis  ceremony  was  a  special  ceremony  on 
Lane  Road,  at  the  grave  of  Col.  Issac  Lane,  who  served  in  the  American  Revolution, 
and  whose  descendants  still  reside  on  the  "home  place."". 

The  Chester  Fire  Department  did  all  the  planning  and  performed  the  labor  to 
relocate  the  flagpole  on  the  Town  Common,  to  a  more  visible  area.  The  lower  half  of  the 
flagpole  was  replaced,  and  a  new  flag  and  necessary  hardware  was  secured,  at  no  cost  to 
the  taxpayers  of  Chester;  my  part  was  to  solicit  the  necessary  funding  from 
"anonymous  patriotic  residents"".  The  original  flagpole,  and  a  flag,  was  the  gift  of  Amos 
Tuck  French  in  1  920,  the  renovated  and  relocated  flagpole,  and  the  new  Hag,  will  be  re- 
dedicated  on  Memorial  Day,  May  30th  1989. 

Yesteryear  revisited.  The  cover  photo  of  the  1968  town  report  shows  a  pastoral 
scene  of  contented  cows  at  the  Dolloff  Farm,  photo  taken  by  W.P.  Brander;  contented 
cows  still  abide  at  the  Farm,  and  Bill  Brander  still  resides  in  Chester.  Much  advance 
work  is  being  done  by  the  "Committee  for  the  250th  Anniversary  of  Chester"",  to  take 
place  in  August  1 972:  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommended  that  the  Police 
Department  budget  for  1 969  be  the  same  as  for  1 968,  $  1 ,700.  Despite  an  earnest  pleas 
by  the  Chief  of  Police,  to  raise  the  figure  to  $2,000,  the  town  meeting,  in  its  wisdom, 
voted  for  the  lower  amount.  Excellent  action  photo  on  page  1  18.  Clarence  "Speedy" 
Ware  sliding  safely  back  to  first  base,  in  a  game  at  French  Field.  The  Chester  Fire 
Department"s  1963  Howe  fire  truck  (still  in  sei'vice)  received  the  award  for  being  the 
"cleanest  apparatus""  in  the  Manchester  Fire  Prevention  Week  parade.  It  is  reassuring 
to  note  that  the  School  Nurse,  after  examining  the  heads  of  all  children,  upon  their 
return  from  each  vacation,  found  "no  scalp  nits"".  The  population  of  Chester  on  31 
December  1968  was  1476.  up  75  from  the  previous  year.

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Planning  Board  Report 

In  the  last  fiscal  year  eleven  (11)  subdivisions  were  approved,  resulting  in  23  new 
building  lots.  These  lots,  along  with  those  previously  approved  and  applications  in  various 
stages  of  approval,  give  Chester  approximately  300  lots  available  for  housing  construction. 

In  this  light  an  Interim  Growth  Management  Ordinance  was  presented  to  last  year's 
Town  Meeting.  This  ordinance  won  a  majority  vote  but  failed  to  receive  a  2/3's 
majority  necessitated  by  a  protest  petition.  The  Board  also  requested  money  to  develop 
a  permanent  Growth  Management  Ordinance.  These  funds  were  approved  and  the 
Board  has  spent  the  last  year  collecting  information  to  support  this  ordinance. 

Information  needed  came  as  three  items;  (1)  An  Attitude  Survey,  (2)  A  Capital 
Improvements  Program  and  (3)  an  up-to-date  inventory  data  base. 

The  Attitude  Survey  results  were  phenominal.  A  good  return  for  most  surveys  like 
it  is  10  -  15%.  Chester's  return  was  almost  40%  and  will  be  extremely  useful  in  future 
planning.  The  Capital  Improvement  Program  is  in  a  final  draft  form  and  projects  have 
been  prioratized  by  the  ability  of  Chester  to  pay.  Finally  the  Town  inventory  has  been 
put  on  a  computer  program.  This  data  base  gives  the  current  status  of  all  properties  in 
town  and  up-to-date  information  concerning  population  age  breakdowns.  This  last 
item,  if  kept  current,  will  prove  to  be  a  valuable  planning  tool  for  the  future. 

All  this  information  along  with  the  Master  Plan  will  allow  this  Board  to  develop  an 
ordinance  to  be  presented,  at  the  latest,  by  1990  Town  Meeting. 

An  Administrative  Assistant  position  has  been  added.  This  position  has  been  filled 
by  Barbara  Albright.  She  will  take  over  the  physical  workings  of  the  Board  and  will 
greatly  assist  the  Chairman  in  day  to  day  functions. 

I  believe  that  the  next  year  will  be  very  important  and  very  busy  for  the  Board.  I  also 
believe  that  the  future  of  Chester  lies  in  your  hands. 

The  Board  has  openings  for  alternate  members.  With  an  immense  amount  of  work 
to  do,  I  would  hope  that  the  concerned  residents  of  our  town  will  be  willing  to  do  what  is 
needed  to  plan  for  Chester's  future.

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  offers  a  wide  variety  of  services, 
resources  and  technical  assistance  to  all  towns  that  are  dues  paying  members  of  the 
Commission.  A  professional  planning  staff,  assisted  by  consultants  in  certain 
specialized  fields  for  which  the  Commission  is  unable  to  employ  a  full-time  staff,  work 
under  the  direction  of  your  representatives  to  the  Commission  in  developing  and 
carrying  out  planning  programs  that  require  regional  perspective  as  well  as  which 
pertain  to  your  community. 

Local  planning  assistance  requests  are  normally  made  by  the  Planning  Board 
and/or  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  your  town  based  on  your  local  priorities.  However, 
certain  general  studies,  notifications  or  acquisition  of  resources  that  are  deemed 
essential  for  all  member  municipalities  of  the  Commission  are  also  conducted  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  Commission. 

Services  that  were  performed  for  the  Town  of  Chester  during  the  past  year  are  as 
follows: 

1.  Provided  testimonies  to  the  House  and  Senate  committees  of  the  1988  session  of  the 
General  Court  on  the  HB  899,  928,  1045,  1 104,  1069  and  1072;  and  SB  338  and 
326.  These  bills  pertain  to  planning  and  zoning  issues  which  were  relevant  for  the 
municipalities; 

2.  Co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series,  to  which  Chester  officials  were 
invited;

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Recreation  Commission  Report 

The  Recreation  Commission  continued  this  year  the  pattern  of  new  facility  and 
equipment  construction  that  has  been  our  primary  thrust  for  the  last  three  years.  Since 
1985  there  has  been  a  new  ballfield,  a  parking  lot.  bleachers,  backstop,  and  storage 
building  added  to  the  town's  facilities,  all  at  a  greatly  reduced  cost  to  the  taxpayers 
because  of  the  enthusiastic  support  of  volunteers. 

The  latest  addition  is  the  new  storage  building  located  above  the  upper  field.  This 
16  by  20  structure  will  eventually  end  up  costing  approximately  $4500  -  a  far  lower 
price  than  had  it  been  contracted  out.  The  building  gives  us  a  central,  convenient 
storage  location  for  equipment  for  the  fields  and  town  programs  that  has  hitherto  been 
stored  at  various  barns,  basements,  and  garages  around  town.  The  building  will  also 
serve  as  a  concession  stand  and  is  available  for  any  other  groups  using  the  field  area  for 
activities  for  fund-raisers,  such  as  the  Cub  Scout  Christmas  tree  sale  last  winter.  The 
building  was  built  entirely  by  volunteers  -  a  total  of  some  40  different  people  worked  on 
it.  The  siding  was  donated  by  Mike  Oleson  of  MLM  Construction  and  Gary  Britton  of 
Chester  Roofing  shingled  the  roof.  The  building  design  was  done  by  Keith  Wolcott  and 
members  of  this  committee.  Mark  Johnson  and  Scott  St.  Clair  ably  guided  the 
volunteer  crews.  Great  pains  were  taken  to  ensure  that  this  was  not  a  slap-dash  effort 
and  that  the  finished  product  was  one  that  the  town  could  be  proud  of. 

Another  addition  of  importance  was  the  bleachers  used  for  last  year's  soccer  games. 
These  bleachers  and  another  set  under  construction  were  built  by  Bob  Henderson  of 
Henderson's  Welding  and  Butch  Goodwin  with  material  donated  by  Chestnut  Hill 
Construction  (Jim  McLean).  These  bleachers  will  be  moved  from  field  to  field 
depending  on  the  sport  in  season. 

The  upper  field  is  rounding  into  shape,  although  our  efforts  to  rid  it  of  puddling  water 
were  not  entirely  successful.  The  basic  problem  with  the  field  is  that  the  original 
contract  called  for  using  "existing  materials";  that  is,  dirt  was  moved  from  the  high 
spots  to  fill  the  low  spots.  This  has  created  a  surface  that  is  in  places  rock-hard  with  clay 
soils  making  it  impermeable  to  surface  water  after  heavy  rains.  Further,  the  settling  of 
the  ground  in  places  causes  extensive  puddling.  This  past  year's  effort  included  filling 
in  the  low  spots,  leveling  them,  and  reseeding.  This  effort  was  entirely  volunteer  and 
would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  help  of  Clarence  Ware,  who  lent  his  own  time 
and  equipment.  Our  plans  are  to  explore  other  ways  of  draining  the  field,  such  as  swale 
ditches  along  the  far  western  side  or  drainage  pipes. 

Our  efforts  this  upcoming  year  will  include  the  following: 

•  Construction  of  permanent  soccer  goals  on  the  upper  field,  provided  we 
can  solve  the  drainage  problem.  If  we  can't,  then  portable  goals  will  be 
constructed. 

•  Finishing  the  storage  building.  Siding,  electricity,  and  permanent  doors 
must  still  be  installed. 

•  Improvements  to  existing  ballfields,  including  addition  of  stone  dust  to 
infields  and  possible  installation  of  donated  wire  fencing  along  the  first 
base  side  of  the  large  diamond. 

•  Alleviation  of  the  parking  problem  by  expanding  parking  into  some 
portion  of  the  abutting  Mossman  property. 
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•  Consideration  of  Mossman  property  for  recreation  needs  (such  as  cross- 
country trails). 

•  Explore  options  on  an  outdoor  basketball  court  to  be  situated  on  part  of 
upper  parking  lot.  (Government  money  may  be  available  for  a  portion  of 
this.) 

Please  remember  that  usage  of  the  town  ballfields  is  heavily  scheduled  during  the 
spring  and  summer.  Any  requests  for  use  of  the  fields  must  be  coordinated  through  the 
Recreation  Commission.  Also,  remember  that  there  are  no  vehicles  allowed  on  the 
fields,  except  maintenance  and  emergency  vehicles. 

As  always,  we  are  constantly  looking  for  community  input  (and  not  a  little 
reassurance!).  Feel  free  to  call  any  of  the  undersigned  with  your  comments  and 
suggestions.

The  Chester  Conservation  Commission 

It  has  been  a  ver>'  busy  year  for  members  of  the  Chester  Conservation  Commission. 
The  Commission  worked  closely  with  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Wetlands  Board, 
overseeing  over  10  dredge  and  fill  applications,  affecting  the  development  of  close  to 
100  new  homes  in  Chester.  Much  time  was  spent  walking  these  lands,  reporting 
findings  to  the  Wetlands  Board  in  Concord,  and  working  with  developers  to  ensure  the 
protection  of  our  wetlands  in  Chester.  This  cooperation  has  resulted  in  the  gift  of  31 
acres  of  beautiful  wetlands  along  the  Exeter  River,  to  the  town,  by  Shepard  Home 
Realty  Corp. 

The  stripping  of  our  natural  resources  continues  to  be  of  concern  as  we  saw  two 
more  gravel  pits  in  operation  and  the  clearing  of  more  forest  land  for  development. 

It  is  hoped  in  future  years  that  we  can  re-establish  a  network  of  trails  in  our  town 
forest  to  be  used  for  recreation.

The  initial  area  we  are  proposing  for  a  Historic  District  consists  of  N.H.  Route  121 
from  the  intersection  of  Candia  Road  to  and  including  the  intersection  of  N.H.  Route 
121  A.  This  area  includes  both  the  north  and  south  sides  of  the  street,  inclusive  of  the  area 
known  as  Wilcomb  Common.

The  Mossman  Property  Committee  was  established  by  vote  at  the  1986  Chester 
Town  Meeting.  The  group  was  charged  to  investigate  uses  for  the  Mossman  property. 
The  committee  is  composed  of  members  from  various  other  town  committees  which 
might  have  some  interest  in  the  use  of  the  property.  Members  of  the  committee  are  as 
follows:  Raymond  Dolloff,  Ernest  Edwards,  Philip  Holmes,  Angelo  Lagana.  Gayle 
Lagana,  John  Nucci,  and  Wayne  Towle. 

The  committee  did  obtain  competitive  bids  to  ascertain  the  cost  of  a  survey  of  the 
property  and  all  contiguous  town  property.  This  was  to  include,  but  not  be  limited  to 
topo,  high-intensity  soil,  septic  system,  well  water,  and  complete/normal  realty- 
qualifying  inspections  procedures. 

The  preliminary  list  of  uses  remains  intact,  enhanced  by  the  conclusion  of  the 
Planning  Board  questionnaire  recently  compiled  for  purposes  of  the  completion  of  The 
Capital  Improvement  Program.  We  urge  and  recommend  that  this  committee 
continue,  but  defer  activity  until  The  Capital  Improvement  Plan  is  completed  and 
evaluated  in  final  form.  At  that  time,  the  proposed  uses  and  the  related  costs  to  the  town 
can  be  presented  to  the  town  voters  for  approval  or  rejection  based  upon  the  facts  and 
their  opinions.

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Derry  Visiting  Nurse  Association  Report 

As  your  home  and  community  health  care  agency,  Derry  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  is  committed  to  delivering  services  which  respond  to  the  needs  of  Chester 
residents.  In  the  recent  past  and  in  the  foreseeable  future  there  have  been,  and  will  be. 
many  sweeping  changes  in  health  care  technology  and  funding.  These  changes  have  put 
stress  on  both  individuals  with  health  care  needs  and  on  the  organizations  which 
provide  health  care.  It  is  the  Association's  desire  to  work  with  you  in  all  possible  ways, 
on  an  individual  and  community-wide  basis,  to  solve  these  problems. 

Thus,  the  agency  fulfills  two  roles  in  your  community.  The  first  of  these  is  in  the 
provision  of  ""hands-on"  service  units.  These  include: 

Acute  Care  Services:  Nursing  physical  therapy,  occupational  therapy ,  speech  therapy, 
medical  social  service  and  home  health  aide  services  provided  in  individual  home  visits. 
Much  of  this  service  is  provided  following  hospitalizatio  and  Derry  VNA  works  with 
hospitals  and  physicians  in  all  localities.  Clients  may  re  r  themseh  es  for  this  service. 
1 15  of  these  visits  were  made  to  Chester  residents  in  '.    e  year  ending  June  30,  1988. 

Daily  Support  Services:  Nursing,  personal  care  assistar  :e.  Homemaking  and  HELP 
(companion/respite)  services  provided  in  individual  home  visits  to  the  individual  with 
chronic  disease  or  problems  of  aging.  Personal  care  assistance  and  Homemaking 
services  include  a  professional  case  management  component. 

1 73  of  these  visits  were  made  to  Chester  residents  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1 988. 

Health  Promotion  Services:  Newborn  home  visits.  Well  Child  and  Immunization 
Clinic  services.  Expectant  Parent  Classes  and  other  services  are  provided  for  young 
families.  Community  screenings  and  varied  specialized  activities  are  held  for  adult  and 
senior  citizens.  For  example,  Chester  has  been  the  site  of  one  of  the  Walking  Programs 
organized  through  a  grant  from  the  N.H.  Bureau  of  Health  Promotion. 

90  statistically  counted  Health  Promotion  contacts  were  made  with  Chester 
residents  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1988.  Additional  contacts  were  made  in  special  or 
one-time-only  services. 

The  town  appropriation  is  a  very  important  source  of  support  for  many  of  these 
services.  Where  available  Medicare,  private  insurance  and  other  sources  pay  for 
individual  services.  Town  funds  are  used  for  these  services  when  these  sources  do  not 
pay  the  full  cost.  Because  of  the  town  allocation,  Chester  residents  can  receive 
maintenance  services  at  a  fee  adjusted  to  their  income,  and  Health  Promotion  Services, 
in  many  cases,  with  no  fee  charged. 

The  second  role  of  Derry  VNA  is  in  consultation,  education  and  advocacy  for 
individuals  and  groups  within  the  community.  Professional  staff  are  available  by 
telephone  in  the  office  to  answer  various  questions  for  community  residents.  Examples 
of  such  questions  are  immunization  recommendations  for  children  and  adults, 
consultation  on  the  most  appropriate  care  arrangement  for  a  certain  individual,  or 
advice  and  assistance  in  how  to  obtain  special  health  resources  and  funds.  Agency  staff 
are  available  to  work  with  community  residents  in  planning  education  and  screening 
events  in  the  community.  In  additional  Derry  VNA  works  on  the  state  and  regional 
level  to  advocate  for  funding  and  services  which  are  important  to  our  committee. 

These  activities  are  not  counted  statistically  as  "hands-on"  services  are.  However, 
they  are  a  very  important  part  of  our  service  to  the  community,  and  are  made  possible, 
almost  exclusively,  by  town  allocations. 

Again,  the  primary  goal  of  Derry  VNA  in  Chester  is  to  provide  the  kinds  of  services 

needed  and  desired  by  town  residents.  Please  call  our  office  with  your  questions  and 

suggestions.

WHAT  WE  PROVIDE:  Hot.  nutritious  meals  that  meet  1/3  of  the  daily 
requirements  for  nutrients  and  calories  in  accordance  with  federal  guidelines.  Meals 
are  served  at  14  senior  dining  centers.  These  dining  centers  are  places  where  people  can 
gather,  socialize,  volunteer,  and  also  receive  a  delicious  well  balanced  meal.  At  the 
centers,  clients  receive  the  hot  noon  meal.  Meals  are  also  sent  out  from  these  centers, 
and  delivered  to  the  homebound.  Based  on  need,  the  homebound  may  receive:  hot  noon 
meals,  light  dinner  meals,  weekend  meals,  holiday  meals  (frozen  or  canned);  blizzard 
bags  (shelf  stable  meals  to  be  used  in  the  winter  months  when  delivery  is  not  possible 
due  to  inclement  weather)  and  recently  we  tested  a  breakfast  program.  Approximately 
333  people  eat  at  the  RCNP  centers  daily,  while  407  are  delivered  to  the  homebound. 
From  July  1987  to  June  1988  RCNP  served  204943  meals  to  2449  elderly  and 
handicapped  residents  of  Rockingham  County.  40%  were  group  meals,  and  60%  were 
Meals  on  Wheels.  979  of  RCNP's  clients  are  over  75,  or  40%  of  our  clientele.  RCNP's 
oldest  client  is  100  uears  old. 

FREQUENCY  OF  SERVICE:  Meals  are  served  at  noon  Monday-Friday  for 
most  of  the  congregate  sites  250  days  of  the  year.  The  homebound  clients  in  these  areas 
are  serviced  by  sites  that  are  open  five  days  per  week.  Also  homebound  clients  in  need 
receive  service  on  Friday  to  cover  them  for  the  weekend  and  holidays. 

ELIGIBILITY:  The  Nutrition  Program  serves  those  60  and  over  and  their  spouses 
at  14  congregate  centers.  For  the  homebound  program;  need  must  be  established  as 
well  as  other  criterion.  Case  by  case  eligibility  is  determined  according  to  federal/state 
guidelines.

Report  From  Chester  American  Legion  and  Auxiliary 
Forsaith-Drowne  Post  #108 


1988  was  a  very  interesting  year  for  our  post.  It  brought  a  challenge  to  its  new  as 
well  as  old  members. 

The  Veterans  associated  with  the  Post  aren't  solely  "Old  Soldiers"  congregating. 
We  have  Veterans  from  World  War  II.  Korea,  and  Vietnam  as  members,  all  working 
together  to  serve  the  communities  of  Sandown  and  Chester.  In  addition  to  the  Legion 
members,  the  Post  has  an  Auxiliary  (wives,  daughters  and  sisters  of  Legion  members);

The  Legion  meets  the  first  and  third  Wednesdays  of  the  month  at 
8:00  PM,  and  the  Auxiliary  meets  the  3rd  Wednesday  of  the  month  also  at  8:00  PM. 

Besides  housing  the  above  organizations,  the  Post  Home  is  also  used  by  the  Chester 
Grange,  a  dog  club,  and  is  open  for  hire  for  a  nomial  fee. 

The  Legion  sponsors  Boy  Scout  troop  #163  of  the  Daniel  Webster  Council  and  the 
Auxiliary  sponsors  the  Brownie  troop  #696  of  the  Swiftwater  Girl  Scout  Council. 

Some  of  the  Post's  annual  events  this  past  year  have  been  public  ceremonies  on 
Armed  Forces  holidays.  Memorial  Day  services  were  held  at  the  Chester  Congregational — 
Baptist  church  where  Auxiliary  member  Audrey  J.  Renaud  assisted  the  choir  with  the 
anthem.  Legion  members  provided  a  color  guard,  and  memorial  services  at  the  Town 
monument  where  wreaths  were  lain,  and  Selectman  Gene  Charron  spoke  on  the 
significance  of  Memorial  Day.  Members  of  the  DerryV.F.W.  provided  an  honor  guard 
and  firing  squad.  Master  of  Ceremonies  was  Legion  member  Dave  Dohse.  Following 
the  ceremonies  in  Chester,  the  entourage  gathered  in  Sandown  at  the  cemetery  for 
further  honor  of  and  tribute  to  our  veterans.  Flags  are  placed  on  Veteran's  graves  in 
every  cemetery  in  Chester  and  Sandown  for  this  day  of  rememberance. 

A  color  guard,  and  Legion  and  Auxiliary  members  participated  in  Sandown's  Old 
Home  Days  ceremonies  at  the  Old  Meeting  House.  That  had  to  be  one  of  the  hottest 
days  of  the  year,  yet  "our  boys"  held  our  flags  straight  and  proud  for  the  duration. 

On  Veteran's  Day,  the  Post  sponsored  a  parade  down  Chester  Street  which 
included  various  groups  from  town  including  the  Veterans.  Legion  and  Auxiliary, 
Juniors  and  Sons,  the  Fire  Department.  Grange,  and  Town  leaders.  Memorial  services 
were  held  at  the  town  monument.  Great  Hill  Cemetery,  Chester  Center  cemetery,  and 
rememberances  at  the  Post  Home. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Legion  also  hosts  a  Christmas  party  for  needy  children 
at  the  Post  Home.  Gifts  and  refreshments  are  provided  for  the  children,  and  of  course 
Santa  Claus  arrives  to  distribute  the  gifts  through  the  courtesy  of  an  engine  from  the 
Chester  Fire  Department  (Thanks,  guys.).  During  the  Christmas  season,  food  baskets, 
clothing,  and  toys  are  distributed  to  the  less  fortunate  in  Chester.  Unfortunately  some 
needy  families  were  left  out  last  season  because  we  were  unaware  of  their  need.  The 
Legion  welcomes  all  requests  for  aid.  and  will  help  out  if  they  are  able. 

The  Legion  thanks  all  who  donated  wood  and  materials  for  repair  of  the  Post  Home. 
During  1 989,  plans  are  on  to  rebuild  the  porch,  complete  the  work  on  the  septic  system, 
and  general  internal  repairs  to  the  Post  Home.  Bodies  are  needed  and  welcomed. 

Other  events  and  activities  of  the  Legion  and  Auxiliary  during  1988  were  as 
follows:  Three  public  suppers,  two  tag  sales,  formation  and  activation  of  a  Post  clean- 
up/repair committee,  membership  drive,  poppy  drive,  and  sponsoring  a  Bingo  game  at 
the  V.A.  Hospital  in  Manchester. 
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Early  in  1 988  the  Post  lost  a  member  who  had  held  various  offices  in  the  Post  and 
had  been  a  past  Commander,  and  was  a  lifetime  member  of  the  40  &  8.  Memorial  ser 
vices  were  held  in  early  March  for  Harold  L.  Lewis  at  the  Chester  Congregational-

Solid  Waste  Committee  Report 

In  September  1988  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Chester,  recognizing  the  nearing 
crisis  situation  at  our  landfill,  formed  the  Solid  Waste  Advisory  Committee.  The 
Committee  was  given  two  missions.  One  was  to  study  our  current  landfill  situation  and 
recommend  a  solution  to  extend  its  short  useful  life.  The  other  was  to  study  our  long 
range  alternatives  for  solid  waste  disposal  and  to  make  recommendations  on  those. 

To  achieve  the  first  mission  the  committee  looked  at  the  remaining  available  space 
and  the  rate  of  filling  and  determined  that  the  useful  life  was  going  to  be  less  than  two 
years.  Immediate  action  was  needed.  The  action  taken  was  to  first  mail  two  letters  to  all 
households  in  town  describing  the  problem  and  our  need  for  immediate  cooperation. 
Second  was  a  limited  recycling  program  instituted  in  an  effort  to  slow  the  rate  of  filling. 

This  limited  recycling  program  is  intended  to  divert  primarily  high  bulk  items  from 
our  landfill.  The  system  of  collecting  on  the  truck  at  the  dump  is  unfortunately  not  very 
convenient.  But  convenience  costs  and  the  committee  does  not  wish  to  spend  the  town's 
money  on  facilities  until  we  are  ready  to  commit  to  a  long  term  program.  The  greatest 
inconvenience  in  this  temporary  program  lies  with  the  volunteer  committee  members 
who  are  handling  it. 

The  Committee  is  currently  working  with  the  Selectmen  on  a  Solid  Waste 
ordinance  to  tie  together  all  loose  ends  and  details  in  an  effort  to  reduce  our  potential  for 
immediate  and  future  problems .  We  will  be  looking  for  your  support  of  this  ordinance  as 
we  approach  Town  Meeting. 

Many  community  members  appear  to  be  holding  out  hope  for  an  economical, 
environmentally  clean  solution  to  our  solid  waste  disposal  problem  that  will  not 
inconvenience  our  busy  lives  in  any  way.  Unfortunately,  as  the  committee  members 
attend  meetings  and  study  possible  long  term  solutions  this  type  of  solution  appears 
more  unlikely  with  each  passing  week.
